Sen.  Estes  Kefauver  (D.-Tenn.), 
chairman,  stressed  that  many  chil¬ 
dren  spend  more  hours  in  front 
of  TV  screens  than  they  do  in 
school.  He  said  that  on  many  pro- 
j 1 1  tuns  they  'see  “life  is  cheap;  < 
suffering,  sadism  and  brutality  are 
subjects  of  callous  indifference 
while  judges;  lawyers  and  law-en¬ 
forcement  officers  too  often  are  de¬ 
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picted  as  dishonest,  incompetent 
and  stupid.” 

The  group’s  report  noted  that 
“the  manner  and  frequency  with 
which  crime  is  brought  before  the 
eyes  and  ears  of  children  through 
the  medium  of  television  indicates 
inadequate  regard  for  psychologi¬ 
cal  and  social  consequences.”

Parents  shud¬ 
der  at  the  thought  that  it  may 
strike  their  own  children  at  any 
time.  Almost  every  ache  or  fever 
arouses  fear  among  parenu  nui  it 
is  polio  for  their  child  Widespread 
.  use  of  the  Salk  vaccine  is  also 
causing  great  interest.  Most  of  the 
parents  want  their  children  to 
have  this  protection. 

Almost  every  day  we  have  an  ap¬ 
peal  from  some  of  the  agencies  that 
are  trying  to  combat  cancer,  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  heart  disease. 

—  May  wju. xem— ltd  ollt  readers  that 
alcoholism  is  100  times  more 
prevalent  than  polio.  But  do  we 
hear  anybody  doing  much  about  it? 
According  to  an  exchange  which 
quotes  the  American  Cancer  Socie¬ 
ty.  the  District  of  Columbia  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Association,  the  USA  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Service  and  the  United 
Nations  World  Health  organiza¬ 
tion,  alcoholism  is  5.5  times  more 
prevalent  than  cancer,  3.2  times 
more  prevalent  than  tuberculosis, 
102  times  more  prevalent  than 
polio.  According  to  the  above  nam¬ 
ed  reports  which  cover  a  12  month 
period,  there  are  cases  as  follows: 


Tuberculosis  _ 1.200.000 

Polio  . . 38.000 

„  Alcoholism  _ 3,876.000 

Our  comment  is  that  if  the  Am¬ 
erican  people  would  raise  as  much 
money  'and  work  as  hard  to  fight 
Ihe  liquor  crowd  as  they' raise  to 
fight  cancer,  T.  B.,  and  polio,  we 
would  be  much  better  off.

2,000  Visit-  Ruschlikon  Sem  inary 
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ich  God?

Rome  has  no  monopoly  on 
either  scenery  or  ancient  archi¬ 
tecture.  Other  cities  in  Italy 
have  out* tamtam;-  objects  for 
the  sightseer.  For  instance,  Flor¬ 
ence  may  be  out  ranked  in  quan¬ 
tity  but  certainly  not  in  qual¬ 
ity.  - - 

Although  the  guide  in  Flor¬ 
ence  showed  us  the  church  of 
the  Baptistry,  where  are  the  re¬ 
mains  of  an  ancient  pool  used 
for  immersion,  he  wasn't  very 
enthusiastic  about  it  However, 
there  it  is  for  all  to  see  and  to 
know  that  immersion  was,  in  the 
early  centuries  after  Christ,  the  ' 
only  mode  of  baptism.  (There 
are  42  such  baptistries). 

While  not  as  large  as  St.  I 
Peter's  in  Rome  the  Cathedral 
of  St.  Mary  of  the  Flowers  (the 
third  largest  in  Europe)  is  an 
architectural  masterpiece.  It 
took  140  years  to  build  this 
magnificent  structure.  Inside  is 
one  of  M.ichagj,  A  i igt,- Iua, 
terpieces  of  statuary,  Descent 
from  the  Cross.  Much  gold  is 
used  for  decorative  purposes.  i 

The  great  museum,  formerly 
the  palace  of  the  kings  and  now 
known  as  Pitti  Palace  equals  in 
quality  if  not  in  quantity  any¬ 
thing  we  saw  anywhere.  Much 
of  it  was  given  by  the  Pitti  fam¬ 
ily.  But  the  tragedy  of  it  all  is 
the  fart  that  most  of  it  was  the 
result  of  the  toil  of  poor  or  en¬ 
slaved  people  who  worked  for 
existence  or  a  mere  pittance  in 
wages.  And  all  this  to  glorify 
just  one  family. 

In  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts 
is  another  great  collection  of 
ftiasfefpFeces.  The  "’most  famous" 
of  them  is  the  famous  statue  of 
David  by  Michael  Angelo. 

So  far  as  we  could  learn,  there 
is  only  one  Baptist  church  in 
Florence  and  the  pastor  is  John 
the  Baptist,  now  83  years  of  age. 
The  president  of  the  Italian  W. 
MU,  Miss  Gina  Bassi,  also  lives 
in  Florence. 

We  were  told  that  when  the 
father  of  John  the  Baptist 
became  a  Christian  he  lost  his 
'job.  Tie  caTTed  his  nine  children 
in  and  asked  their  advice. 
Should  he  be  true  to  his  faith 
even  though  it  probably  meant . 
that  they  would  often  go  hung¬ 
ry?  They  unanimously  voted 
that  he  be  true  to  his  faith.  And 
although  he  was  reared  in  the 
midst  of  poverty  he  kept  strug¬ 
gling  until  he  secured  an  edu¬ 
cation.  He  has  started  12 
■church as-  .  — - ^ - ! 

VENICE 

There  is  no  other  city  like 
Venice.  It  is  a  city  built  on 
water.  For  protective  purposes 
it  was  built  on  piles  and  there' 
are  not  vehicular  streets.  You 
either  walk  on  narrow  side¬ 
walks  or  travel  by  boat.  They 


have  busses  but  they  travel  on 
water.  If  you  are  in  a  hurry 
and  don’t  want  to  wait  for  the 
water  bus  (one  every  15  min- 1 

iS  a  motor  boat.  Or  if  in  no 
hurry  you  can  hire  a  gondola 
which  is  powered  by  a  man  with  I 
two  oars.-  There  are-  hundreds 
of  canals  and  the  houses  are 
built  right  up  to  the  water. 
The  people  have  their  own  row 
or  motor  boats.  The  sewerage 
is  dumped  into  the  canals  and 
is  carried  off  by  the  tides  which 
rise  and  fall  twice  every  24 
hours. 

Quite  interesting  were  the  ‘ 
two  mechanical  iron  men  atop 
a  tower  beside  a  huge  clock 
These  mechanical  men  strike 
the  hours.  They  arc  located  on 
opposite  sides.  One  first  strikes 
the  number  of  hours.  Then  the 
one  on  the  other  side.  The  ex-  - 
planation  is  that  the  sound  goes 
one  way  and  then  another. 

The  glass  blowing  factory  was 
quite  in  teres  tingTVenetian  glass 
is  still  made  by  hand,  much 
the  same  way  it  has  been  made 
for  hundreds  of  years. 

They  also  have  hearses  in 
Venice.  But  it  is  also  a  water 
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vehicle  of  the  gondola  type,  only  , 
larger.  And  it  has  a  cloth 
covering  under  which  rests  the 
casket.  In  the  cemetery  there 
is  a  small  plot  where  non 
Catholics  are  buried. 

MILAN 

There  is  much  of  interest  in 
Milan  but  the  biggest  attrac¬ 
tion  is  the  Cathedral  of  Milan 
but  always  referred  to  as  THE 
CATHEDRAL.  All  its  propor-_ 
tions  arc  huge,  ft  contains  more 
than  3,500  statues  inside  and 
out.  Everywhere  you  look  there 
is  a  statue. 

The  cathedral  has  135  spires 
and  the  topmost  one  is  dedi- , 
cated  to  the  Madonna  (Little 
Mother).  It  is  illegal  to  have 
anything  higher. 

It  was  here  that  the  first 
elevator  was  installed  in  1489 
by  Leonardo  da  Vinci.  It  is  now 
used  once  a  year. 

The  lop  cross  is  said  to  con¬ 
tain  nails  from  the  cross.  (I 
didn't  believe  it). 

We  were  also  told  of  the 
Monumental  Cemetery.  Some  ol 
the  tombs  are  as  large  as 
houses.  Some  tombs  have  fam¬ 
ous  paintings  reproduced  in 
bronze  and  whole  chapels  dedi¬ 
cated  to  battle-killed  lovers  or 
heroes.  One  tomb  depicts  a 
pair  of  oxen,  one  pulling,  the 
other  walking,  to  illustrate  the 
unevenness  of  life. 

To  use,  the  most  interesting 
object  in  Milan  was  a  smaller 
church  in  the  outskirts  of  Mi¬ 
lan.  In  what  we  would  call  the 
educational  building  is  the 
original  of  the  world-famous

Scripture  Texts:  Nehemiah  8; 
9;  10:28  39;  Ezekiel  20:19,  20. 

I.  HISTORICAL  LANDMARK 

A  few  words  in  the  beginning 
concerning  the  point  of  the 
Biblical  story  at  which  we  have 
•now  arrived,  Wj  are  roughly  at 
O'e  year  400  U  ('  ,  and  the  Land 
of  Israel  Is  a  province  of  the 
vast  Persian  Empire.  In  the 
year  331  11.  C  the  Greek  king 
Alexander  conquered  the  Pers¬ 
ian  Empire,  and  so  became  mas¬ 
ter  of  the  land  that  had  once 
been  the  kingdom  of  Solomon 

The  coming  of  Alexander  was 
a  welcome  event  to’  the  Jews. 
Eor  a  long  while  now  they  had 
su  fered  under  the  tyrannies  of 
Babylon  and  Persia,  and  had 
grown  to  feel  that  any  changes 
of  masters  must  be  for  the  bet 
ter  We  are  told  that,  as  Alex¬ 
ander  approached  their  city  of 
Jerusalem  that  a  procession  of 
priests  formed  and,  arrayed  In 
their  priestly  robes,  went  out  to 
meet  Alexander. 

Having  gjiutd  an  audience 
with  him,  they  told  the  great 
man  that  their  prophets  had 
long  ago  told  them  of  his  com 
ing,  and  that  he  was  set  for  the 
Blessing  of  the  Jewish  people. 
This  action  upon  the  part  of 
the  Jewish  priests  so  pleased 
Alexander  that  he  granted  the 
Jews  substantial  privileges.  Not 
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the  least  of  the  favors  which  the 

king  granted  the  Jews  was  the 
establishment  of  seventy  full 
scholarships  in  the  university 
which  he  founded  in  Alexan 
dria,  l-tltl  a  mi  invited  Lhe  Jews 
to  send  the  most  promising  of 
their  young  men  to  school  in 
this  royal  university.  To  such 
good  use  did  the  Jews  put  this 
offer  that  Alexandria  became 
the  greatest  centre  of  Jewish 
learning  in  the  world. 

Unfortunately  for  the  Jews 
•  Alexander  died  lh  323  R  C.  and 
the  great  Macedonian  Empire 
fell  into  a  number  of  unfriend¬ 
ly  divisions.  Judah  found  itself 
a  small  state  between  two  larg 
er  ones,  Syria  on  the  north  and 
Egypt  on  the  south,  so  Judah 
became  a  buffer  state  such  as 
Belgium  became  at  a  later  day. 
in  this  situation  for  some  twenty 
years  the  mastership  of  Judah 
oscillated  between  Egypt  and 
Syria. 

Both  the  Greeks  of  Egypt  and 
and  those  of  Syria  tried  to 
llellenize  (make  Greeks  of) 
the  Jews.  About  280  B  C  ,  down 
at  Alexandria,  lhe  Hebrew 
Greek  scholars  made  a  trans 
lation  of  the  Hebrew  Old  Testa 
ment  into  Greek.  This  transla 
lion  became  and  through  all  the 
years  since  has  continued  to  be 
famous  among  students  of  the 
Bible  as  the  Septuagint,  a  word 
meaning  "seventy"  from  a 
tradition  that  the  translation 
w  as  made  by  a  group  of  seventy 
Hebrew  Greek  scholars,  from 
the  number  of  young  Jews  kept 
at  school  in  the  royal  university 
at  Alexanderia.
